$150,000 to ready the convention 
hall. However, Jack Riley, an aide 
to Mayor Richard J. Daley, indi- 
cated the city felt the competition 
was getting stiff.

United States, he said, "would 
only give aid and comfort to the 
men who make themselves our 
adversaries and welcome any dis- 
array," 


The President, having spent two 


days in Bonn, the West German 
capital,, came here by way of the 
U.S. 
military base at nearby 


Hanau, where he lunched with the 
troops. 


As his motorcade 
proceeded 


through the countryside and along 
the streets to the center of the 
city, crowds cheered his progress, 
rivaling in.enthusiasm the recep- 
tion he got driving through Co- 
logne and Bonn on Sunday., 


Minister-President 
Gcorg-Au- 


gust Zinn of Hesse estimated that 
a million people joined in the wel- 
come to Kennedy. 


At one point before making his 


speech, Kennedy walked into the 
crowd and shook hands with some 
of the people. 


In St. Paul's church,, a century, 


old symbol of German democracy 
and liberalism, a select audience 
of 900 German officials, legisla- 
tors, dignitaries,, business leaders 
and journalists heard1 the address.

leader by name, Kennedy said 
doubts about American steadfast- 
ness "fly in the face of history. 


He told his listeners: 
"For 18 years the United1 States 


has stood its watch for freedom 
all around the world. The firmness 
of American will, and the effec- 
tiveness of American strength, 
have been shown in defense of 
free men and free government, in 
Asia, in Africa, in the Americas, 
and, above all, here in Europe." 


The President said the United 


States has undertaken "and sus- 
tained with honor" mutual obliga- 
tions with more than 40 allies. 


"We are proud of this record, 


which more than answers all 
doubts," he said. 


Kennedy's reply to De Gaulle 


was matched in emphasis by his 
appeal for greater European unity 
and increased cooperation with 
the United States. 


"It is not in our interest to try 


to dominate the European coun- 
cils of decision," he said. "If that 
were our objective, we would pre. 
fer to see Europe divided and 
weak, enabling the United States 
to deal with each fragment in- 
dividually. 


"Instead we look forward to a 


Europe united and strong—speak- 
ing with a common voice—acting 
with a common will—a world pow- 
er capable of meeting world prob- 
lems as a full and equal part- 
ner."

Foreign policy "preempts every 


issue," Republican National Chair- 
man William E. Miller declares. 


"The chief issue is going to be 


How well did President Kennedy 
run the affairs of this country," 
says Miller's opposite number, 
Democratic National Chairman 
John M. Bailey. 


In a joint interview, both party 


leaders agreed that civil rights 
legislation should be considered 
by Congress on a bipartisan basis.. 


Miller, however, did express 


reservations about the chief provi- 
sion of the President's civil rights 
package, a proposal for enforce- 
ment of desegregation of private 
firms serving the public. 


Here are some of the other

Q. What do the Republicans pro- 


pose doing about Cuba? 


Miller: I can think of many

Soviet Space 
Ship Exploded 
at Launching

WASHINGTON (AP) - One of 


several Soviet spacecraft 
about 


which the Russians have 
said 


nothing apparently exploded into 
24 orbiting pieces shortly 
after 


launching last fall, the U. S. space 
agency reports. 


In any event, it probably was 


the biggest bust-up in space since 
the U. S. Transit 4A satellite ve- 
hicle shattered into 186 separate 
orbiting parts after a launching 
June 29, 1961. 


The hitherto unreported Soviet 


spraying of orbital 
debris 
oc- 


curred last Oct. 24. There was no 
indication in the U. S. report 
whether the spacecraft could have 
been manned. 


The breaking up of the Soviet 


satellite was brought to light in 
a satellite situation report pub- 
lished semimonthly by the Nation- 
al Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration's Goddard Space Flight 
Center, Greenbelt, Md. 


The disclosure clearly was the 


result of the recently announce;! 
change in policy under which 
NASA is to make public all non- 
classified space flight data sent to 
it by the North American Air De- 
fense Command and other agen- 
cies. NORAD, among its other' du- 
ties, tracks foreign objects in or- 
bit. 


For many months, virtually all 


information on Soviet shots, ex- 
cept for data announced by Mos- 
cow, was withheld from the NASA 
reports even though the informa- 
tion had no apparent military sig- 
nificance. 


The pieces of the unsuccessful 


Soviet shot began dropping back 
into the earth's atmosphere on 
Oct. 29, five days after launching, 
NASA said.
